There were 
six democratic assemblymen 
and seven republican assem­ 
blymen who voted NO. At this 
writing the bill is on the desk 
of Governor Brown. If you 
want your gasoline tax in­ 
creased or do not want the tax 
increase, please write to Gov­ 
ernor Brown.

June 21. Actually, the mid­ 
night adjournment is only in 
theory. We may be in session 
until 3 a.m. the following day. 
or we may get through sooner. 
Regardless of the above facts, 
which are presented here for 
emphasis, the legislature can­ 
not at this late date do any­ 
thing about freeway routes.
